WASHINGTON. Sept. 33 W)— The 
United States today denounced Bul- 
garia's execution of Nikola Petkov, 
leader of the o^>poaltIan to the com- 
munist-supported Bulgarian govern- 
ment. 

The state department in a formal 
sUtcment sold that "in the court of 
world opinion" Bulgaria's commu- 
nist-dominated government "bos 
shown Itself wanting with respect 
to elementary principles of Justice 
and the rights of man." 

HANGED IN PRISON 
SOFIA. Bulgaria. SepL 33 UP>— 
Nikola Dlmltrov Petkov, peasant 
leader and foe of the Communist 
party, was hanged today In Sofia's 
Central prison on charges of plot- 
Ung against Bulgaria's communist- 
controlled government. 

Both the United Stales and Brit- 
ain, denouncing his conviction as a 
miscarriage of Justice, had urged 
the Soviet union to participate In a 
big power review of Petkov's cose, 
but the Russians declined on 
grounds that this would be Inter- 
ference in Bulgaria's Internal af- 
fairs. ■

At 
the close of the day's trading on the Chicago board of trade, 
wheat was up 33/t cents, corn off 314 to 5 cents, oata off % io 
V/i, barley off 6.

Editor Herman Gleske of the 
Parkerahurg News, after the chief 
of staff hnd discussed a variety of 
subJecLi ronglng from military oc- 
cupation to Britain's economic 
plight, asked II ho could pop 
qucsUon." 

"Answered Before" 

"I have answered that question 
so flaUy and completely before," 
tho general said, "Vet people seem 
to believe what tliey wont to be- 
lieve. I say that I don't wont any 
political office and people say, 
yeahT' " 

The general then told Olcske to 
proceed and the editor framed his 
qucsUon: 

"Oenerol. next year, you will be- 
come a civilian, and when you be- 
n civilian would you refuse 
Republican nomlnaUon 
president?" 

Gtoerol Parries Question 
The general parried with: "Hon- 
estly, I don't see tionr I can 
thnl." Then he added; 

"People can chonge. They change 
their religion. But I con soy that 
I wont nothing to do with politics 
and I wont no pollUcal office. I 
honestly mean that I want nothing 
to do wlUi It (politics)."

NLRB's Chief

tlon In time of emergency, Robert' - 
N, Denham, general counsel of the 
noUonal Ubor relations board, sold 
today. 

In an oddress before the labor ' 
relations oecUon of the American 
Bar association meeting bere, Den- 
ham reviewed the provisions of the 
new law, denied he was the "rmr 
of labor," and asserted, that labor 
sUU Is "chief beneficiary" under 
the act. 

Denham told the lawyers that tha 
new law must be considered mainly 
hi lU "potentials." since it has been 
In effect only 33 calendar days. 
Then turning to the provision un- 
der which labor leaders seeking 
NLRB old must disavow commimlst 
membership or oflUloUon, be 
added: 

"I doubt if there Is 'anyone who 
will not concede thot tho purpose 
of this' provision was to eliminate, 
as far as possible from podtlons of 
Importance In ths structure of or- 
ganized labor, those whose com- 
munlsUc beliefs and tendencies ard 
afflUstloa might constitute o men- 
acie to the safety of the noUcn and 
to the fuU and fair oniUcoUon of 
its manpower In o pubUo emergen- 
cy, especially If the fuU onOlcMlon 
of ouch manpower should seem to be 
contrary to communlstte alms and 
theories."

(U.R>— Ignoring the current trend In 
other sUtes ot.the Missouri river 
basin,' Missouri Is attempting (o 
work out Its own salvation from 
floods through a cooperative agree- 
ment with the federal soverrmient. 
Mlssouriona seem to want little or 
0 part ot a "master" flood control 
plan which Is being backed In 
neighboring states. That plan, known 
as the Pick-Sloan program, 1> spon- 
sored by V. S. army engineers and 
le D. S. reclamation bureau. 

Govemor Objects 
Eighteen "high-level" dams pro- 
posed for the state have been held 
up because of objections of Gov. 
Phil M. Donnelly and the Missouri 
legislature. 

Neither an "Irrigation" state nor 
particularly InUresUd In naviga- 
tion ot tho "Big Muddy." which 
cuts her In half, Missouri wanU 
most of all an answer to the devas- 
tating floods which this year cost 
her t33l,4Be,8O0 In crop and soil 
loucs In May and June alone. 
Disllkjd by Farmers 
Many Missouri farmers object 
the Pick plan becauae they contend 
It wilt not prevent their farms from 
washing away, but merely will bene- 
fit flood control and navigation on 
the Mississippi. 

The state'a population also ts dl- 
.'ided in alleBiance between thi 
proposed Missouri valley authority 
(MVA), emhroclng widespread hy- 
dro-electrical development, and thi 
pick plon— which la devoted to navi- 
gation. IrrlgaUon and flood control. 

The aolutlon. It la hoped, will be 
found In an extensive aoll oonaerva- 
program, along with "low- 
level" dams with a limited back-log 
of waUr behind them, and a series 
of smaller dams on the upper 
reaches of many stresma In the 
state.

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UNLIKELY THINGS TO COME 
In the play. "State of the Union," a political 
boss remarks that if applause won elections, 
William Jennings Bryan would have had 
three terms. Well, Henry A. Wallace gets 
a lot of applause, too. and he probably won't 
get even one term. But he can't be Ignored. 

According to a recent poll, there arc several 
million Americans who would vote for him 
If they had the chance. A third party la shap- 
ing up, and Mr. Wallace is Its boy. Evidently 
the millions of Wallace fans have an Idea of 
what kind of President he would make, 
though the Idea might be a- trifle vague. Mr. 
Wallace has a way of changing opinions be- 
tween speeches which is a little confusing. 
He also Is Inclined to ignore obvious factors 
when they Interfere with his political train 
of thought of the moment. 

•Still there are a few constant elements 
In the Wallace philosophy. So let's see If 
we con sketch a picture of Henry In the 
White House from material found Itl his latest 
Madison Square garden speech, and try to 
imagine how our government might be run In 
the unlikely event that the picture came to 
life. 

Our foreign policy would be drastically 
altered, and we would cease to resist Soviet 
expansion. Mr. Wallace says communism 
and capitalism con live side by side. In that 
view he differs from Mr. Stalin, who keeps 
warning his people of the inevitable war with 
the forces of world capitalism. 

(The country probably wouldn't be In shape 
to resist, anyway. Russia still has millions 
of men under arms. But Mr. Wallace con- 
demns universal training and the "stimulus 
of war threats" and "heavy munitions pro- 
grams" which, he finds, create the illusion 
that our 80.000,000 employed constitute full 
employment.) 

We would cease resisting communist infil- 
tration and expansion in the United States. 
Mr. Wallace has declared war on the red 
l)alten and Russia haters, and he's dead set 
against the loyalty tests for government 
workers. 

The Marshall plan. If It were In operation, 
would be rebuilt or scrapped. Mr. Wallace 
carefully avoided mentioning the plan In his 
latest speech. But he said that the big f Inan' 
clal Interests are shaping our foreign policy 
— ^"under the present administration. Wall 
street Is all set to run the world." And the 
Marshall plan Is perhaps the most important 
element of that policy. 

Most prosperous business men would be 
driven out of government service, olong with 
our "military-trained" secretary of state. Mr. 
Wallace objects to Secretaries Forrestal, Sny- 
der and Harrlman, Mr. McCloy, head of the 
World bank, and many others — not on their 
record as public servants so much as on their 
connection with Wall street or big banks. 

We should escape both depression and war. 
Mr. Wallace says that depression is part of 
\the policy of both major parties, and that 
"war-wlth-Russla hysteria" Is a propaganda 
weapon of reactionary capitalism. Yet he 
has created a little hysteria himself by Im- 
plying repeatedly that war Is Inevitable unless 
his views are adopted. 

There Is one Item, however, on which Mr, 
Wallace leaves most of us In the dark. He has 
never explained how, under his gct-sof t-wlth- 
Russia plan, we could avoid winding up as 
Just another satellite of Moscow in a com- 
munlstlc world. 



VOICE IN THE WILDERNESS 

Back In the 20's, preachers used to rail 
against the ImmoraUty of short skirts. But 
It Is doubtful that they got the public ap- 
proval that a Washington, D. C. minister re. 
celTcd the other day for his attack on the 
current fashion of longer skirts. 

"They are Immoral." he said, "because they 
waste the material that Is desperately needed 
by the world's suffering people." 

Women, he added, are humiliating them- 
selves and making a mockery of their cur- 
rent emancipation by "following these im^ 
beclllc fashion changes like' a herd of ludic- 
rous cattle." 

We have little hope that the good pastor's 
words will stem the tide. Still, there is some 
encouragement In the thought that. If the 
world must become more serious, at least 
some of Its members arc becoming more 
sensible. \ 



A HEALTHFUL MALADY 
Chiang Kai-shek has suddenly leveled the 
tame strong criticism of himself and his 
regime that foreign observers have been 
making for a long time. He has charged him- 
«eU with failure. He has blasted his flnon' 
dera for squandering foreign credits and 
depending on hoped-for foreign loans Instead 
of helping China help herself. He has scored 
non-communists for bitter Intra-party strife. 
And crltlclzetLthe Central News agency fot. 
a bad publicity Job. 

We don't know what has happened to the 
generallsalmo. but we hope he doesn't got over 
It. m fact, It might be weU U a few European 
beads of government came down with the 
same fioul-juarcblng moladjr. .

economy alter It was sold to PDR And Henry Monen- 
thsu by the late Lord Keynes. With slliht modifica- 
tions It has been oontlnued by the even more con- 
lerratlve Prenldent TTuman and Secretary Bnyder. 

Leadtns apostle of the schema at Washlnston was 
the late Harry Hopkltui whose proeram tor recovery 
was to "tax and spend, tax and spend." It waa the 
IwplraUon for WPA. PWA. AAA and other cash-And- 
carry Bscnclcs. Under this system, the fovenmient 
was supposed to be able to.contiol production, con- 
sumption and prlcea through Its power over the ebb 
and flow ot money. 

Basic Idea was thit ITncIe Sam would siphon out 
cash or make It ess; to obtain In hard times, thus 
proTldlnsr purchsAini power and Eeneratlnn business 
activity. When the level ot wsecs. buylnt demand 
and prices threatened to spiral, as It has today, Uie 
govcrrunent was supposed to rush In and reverse the 
process by applying checks to the upward movement 

In normal times, the direction over the amount 
and use of money and credit was to be exercised by 
the federal reserve board, the treasury, the RFC, the 
commodity credit corporAtlon and other alphabetical 
BBcnclcs which have long since gone out of business. 

MONEY — The first Keynes •IlopUni operation— 
namely, the outpouring ot a vast supply ot money- 
has been performed. The experts agree that the baslo 
cause of today's rtilnous prices ts the fact that too 
many people have too much "crazy money" and are 
spending It carelessly and Indiscriminately. 

The swollen supply derlvu partially from war and 
postwar expenditures approximating 1400.000.000.000. 
It also stems from thb administration's original wage- 
raising prosram. which was designed to give the 
workers shorter hours and the same take-home pay 
they enjoyed durtrs the war yenra. Henry Wallace 
sold this seemlngly-tolliiclous Idea to President Tru- 
mao. to the latter's sorrow now, j 

THEORIES— I>ralnlng off this tremendous reservolr 
ot money and ptu'chaalng power, whether by tax 
Increases, a movement for a lower wage scale or even 
longer hours or any similar plan, la a step which no 
pollUdan will sponsor or even luggest In a presi- 
dential year. 

On the contrary, both Republicans and Democrats 
want to add to the amount of available and fluid 
cash. The former by their tax reduction measures 
and the latter by the blUlonn already advanced otaroad 
and the prospective 20 billions that may be loaned 
and spent In this country's short market under the 
"MnrahBll plan." 

Despite the finely spun Keynes -Hopkins theorloi, 
money la beyond control, and nolwdy dares to do any- 
thing about It. 

VOLinvrc— The second most popular and ready- 
made solution advonced by the polltlco-economlo ex- 
perts Is an IncrcaslnE volume ot Induitilal and agri- 
cultural production. Volume output, they argue, would 
bring prices down throush operation of the law of 
supply and demand. ' 

It win tnke several years to expand any key Industry. 
MaUrlnl-i required lor the expansion would strip other 
Industries which cannot obtain sutlldent supplies 
now. It would demand skilled workers already In 
Bliort supply. New faetorlea built at present hlsh 
prices would have to charge tar more for their prod- 
ucts.- As steel apokomcn have ssld. they hosltnio to 
sink hundreds of millions now, In view ot a proepectlve 
falUnii-oIt In demand. 

It Is even more dllllcult to expand the argrlcultural 
plant, tor that Is subject to wcnthcr. soli and other 
conditions which man cannot control. Shortage ot 
rain or sun makes more acute scarcities of labor, 
machinery, freight cars etc. 

AGGRAVATE— Past, present and prospecUve forelim 
Biporu ot food, outomobllcfl. machlnerj-. texUlea etc. 
ore also hold responsible tor rlglnn prices In affected 
lines. Even In the face ot Tnmian-Marsholl warnings, 
numerous OOP Icalslalors call for a reduction or 
embargo on shipments. 

So far these oxpcrW have had only a minor ettect 
on the American price level, although they do con- 
tribute to the upward presaurs. Should consress ap- 
prove the "Marshall plan- and should annual ap- 
propriations for the foreign account toUl four billions, 
they would oggravala present conditions. For It will 
be scarce goods that tho U. S. «-lU send overseas, not 
money or "Bevln gold," 

To shut otl these exports, however, according to the 
administration's belief, will be to turn Europe over to 
the communists. Such an orthodox newspaper aa 
the WaU Street Journal answered that warning with 
the quosUon: "What ot lit Let Europe try a dose 
ot communism. 11 she wanU'lol" Few responsible 
officials will agree to that alternative, however. 

MOVE— Thus Woshlngton admits that any move 
to lower prlcea must be made by tho vlcUms them- 
selves, to wit: , . 

(1) Producers, dlstrlbulors and retailers can take 
smaller markups and proliur (2) Workers can turn out 
more Eood.i tor their own poclceibook'a anke. (3» The 
public can buy more "chottilly," (41 The ndmlnlstrntlon 
ond congrt-a can scruUnlw Europe's demands and 
keep them to tho barest minimum. 

VIEWS OF OTHERS 

TIME FOE A VETO SHOWDOWN 
When the veto woa given the great powera In the 
United Nations it waa with ths full approval ot the 
United Stoles, which might have Insisted upon It if 
Russia hadn't. But our Idea was to use the veto 
sparingly, hoping wo would never have to use It at All. 
for our whole aystem la founded upon tho principle of 
majority rule. . ' , 

Two years of experience have shown conclusively 
that Russia did not Insist upon the veto In good faith, 
but as A means of preventing any constructive action 
by the U.N. Already she has used It IS times, fre- 
quently when her avn Interests were not visibly oltecl- 
cd. merely lor obsirucUvc purpoacs. .... 

Therefore Oeneral Marshall was simply being reolls- i 
Uc when this week he reversed the previous American 
policy ond called for drastic revWon of the veto. This 
marks a long atep forward In U.S. willingness to trust 
her InteresU to the Intelligence and good faith of 
the other powera and as such Is a history -making 
move In the growth of International cooperation. 

The proposal will of courso be fought .bitterly by 
Soviet Russia, because It proposes to force the dog 
out ot the monger so the horse can eat the hay. It 
may even result In Russia leaving Uie U.N., taut If 
Russia Is imwllllng to partlclpalo In good faith to pro- 
mote the ends of the U. N. she ought to leave It and 
go her separate way. . 

A VU. without Russia and h^r .sotellltca wlU speak 
with A strong clear voice tor the rest ol the world, 
which really wants pence and progrtu. That world 
must deal with an unfriendly - Moscow government 
anyway. It will be better to deal with It as an outalde 
lorce than as a dtsniptlve Trojan horse Inside the UJf. 

So If the break must come over the veto question, 
let It come— Nampa Press,

The current United Hafloni gen- 
eral assembly was expected to tuing 
K general and bitter airing of the 
difference* iKtween Russia and the 
westera world, but In onq short treek 
the vituperation has reached an 
■mating crescendo. 

Now BrlUin's Hector McNeil Itaa 
bluntly told the. Soviets that they 
must change their present course or 
'accept the responsibility ot another 
war. It waa a carefully calculated 
statement, made by the British min- 
ister ot state a few minutes alter he 
had sat with his arm about the 
shoulder of Russia's Vishlnslcy. No 
personal pique or sudden anger here, 
but a cold and deadly appraisal of 
the situation. 

Already, over the week-end, 
American and British men of both 
official atul . unofficial standing 
whose views could not be Ignored 
had been hurling thousands of 
words back and forth. Educators, 
religious leaders, sclentisla and phil- 
osophers, tile people to Whom wo are 
accustomed to look for calm guld-. 
ance. nre throwing themselves Into 
the tljtht with unprecedented fervor. 

In lormer days the heal now be- 
ing generated would have been con- 
sidered possible only In nations on 
the verge of war. Many people are 
osklng If that la true today. Appar- 
ently It is not, unless facts are be- 
ing withheld in a fashion which 
would hardly seem possible. 

There Is always danger when a 
man^ talic, or a nation's, tends to 
become broader than hia shoulders. 
The United Slates la hard pressed 
to meet the obligations placed upon 
It by world conditions. If the big 
talk is effective. It must have behind 
It economic and military strength.
